But prayer was offered up ſo much the more bear- 
tily, becauſe the company about expected ſome 
viſion.- It is obſervable, that in things common he 
was pertinent enough; but when any thing about 
Almighty God, and his ſoul's condition, eame a- 
dout, he would ſhrugg; and rub, his coat and breaſt, 
ſaying to them, Torment me not before the time. 
When he was at the ſtake to be burnt, the city- 
miniſters called to a churchman there looking on, 
being one of that perſuaſion whereof Weir was 
formerly deemed to be, to ſpeak to him; but no 
fooner he opened his mouth, than he made a ſgn 
with his hand and bis head to be filent. When 
the rope was about his neck to prepare him for 
the fire, he was bid ſay; Lord be merciful to me; 
but he adiſwered, Let me alone, Iwill not; Fhave 
tived as a beaſt, and I muſt die as a beaſt, Phe: 
fre heing kindled, both he and his ſtaff a little af- 
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ter fell into the flames. Whatever incantation was

In Zetland a few years ago, a judge having con- 
demned an old woman and her daughter, called 
Helen Stewart, for witchcraft, ſent them to be 
burnt. The maid was ſo ſtupid, that ſhe was 
thought to be poſſeſſed. When ſhe had hung ſome 


little time on the gibbet, a black pitchy-like- ball 


foamed out of her mouth; and after the ſire was 


kindled, it grew to the bigneſs of a walnut, and 


then flew up like ſquibs into the air, which the 
judge yet living atteſts. It was taken to be a viſi- 
ble ſign that the devil was gone out of her. I ſhall 
not make application of this as to Major Weil's ſtaff. 


I know from good hands, that if this man re- 
pented of any thing in priſon, it was for cauſing a 
Poor maid to be ſcourged, who affirmed, ſhe bad 


ſeen him commit: beaſtiality going to Newmills to 
a ſolemn meeting. This poor woman lived about 
two years after his death, and heard of his fatal 
end.

After ſome parley the Qua · 
ker's wife ſpake to him in theſe words, Thou wilt 
not believe except thou ſee a ſign, and thou mayeſt 
ſee ſome ſuch. Within a few nights after Robert 
Churchman Had a violent ſtorm upon the room 
where he lay, when it was very calm in all other 


parts of the town, and a voice within him, as he 
was in bed, ſpake to him, and bid him ſing praiſ- 


es, ſing praiſes, telling him, That he ſhould ſee the 
new Jeruſalem, about which time a glimmering 
light appeared all about the room. Towards the 
morning the voice commanded him to go out of his 
bed naked, with his wife and children. Tbey all 
ſtanding upon the floor, the ſpirit making uſe of 


his tongue bid them lie down, and put their mouths 


in the duſt, which they did accordingly. It like-
